Each individual associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent 
application Kas a duty of candor and good faith in dealing widi the Office, which includes a duty to disclose to the Office all 
uiformation known to that mdividual to be material to patentability as defined in this section. The duty to disclose information 
exists with respect to each pending claim until the claim is canceled or withdrawn from consideration, or the application becomes 
abandoned. Information material to the patentability of a claim that is canceled or withdrawn from consideratwn n6«d not be 
submitted if the information is not materied to the patentability of any claim remaining under consideration in the application. There 
is no duty to submit uiformation which is not material to the patentability of any existing claim. The duty to disclose all 
information known to be material to patentability is deemed to be satisfied if all information known to be material to patentability of 
any claim issued in a patent was cited by the Office or submitted to the Office in the manner prescribed by §§ 1.97(b)-(d} and 1.98.

(b) the mvention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of the application for patent in the United States, or 

(c) he has abandoned the invention, or 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's certificate, by 
the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to die date of the application for patent in this country 
on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed more than twelve months before die filing of the application in the United 
States, or 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an mtemational application by another who has fulfilled the 
requkements of paragraph (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or 

(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought tO fe? patented, Of 

(g) before the applicant's invention thereof the invention was made m this country by another who had not 
abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of invention there shaU be considered not only the respective dates 
of conception and reduction to practice of the mvention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was fu:st to conceive and last 

to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other.

section 102 of this title, shall not preclude patentabUity under this section where the subject matter and the claimed invention were, 
at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person.
